Name of the officer and rank.— Shri PaUeflena 
RanXf Than Rajgopal, I.P.S., Military Secretary to 
the Governor, Madhya Pradesh. 

Statement of services for -which the decoration Iws 
been awarded.— On the morning of the 12 March 1955, 
the Prime Minister, Shrl Jawabarlal Nehru, landed at 
Sonegaon Airport and proceeded in an open car to 
the residence of the Chief Minister, Madhy a Pradesh. 
When the car reached the cross-road opposite the 
Pratibha Press on the Jail Road, a rickshaw puUer 
by name Baburao Kochale, who was standing with 
the crowd by the roadside, suddenly pushed his 
rickshaw on to the road in front of the Prime 
Minister’s car. The driver of the car applied tne 
brakes and when the car slowed down, Baburao 
Kochale with a knife In his hand jumped on to the 
foot-board with the intention of stabbing the Prime 
Minister. As Baburao mounted the foot-board, Shri 
Rajgopal, who was travelling in the car, threw himself 
without any regard for his own safety on top of 
Baburao, who fell to the ground and was immediately 
disarmed. The alertness and courage displayed by 
Shri Rajgopal undoubtedly saved the Prime Minister 
from grievous or even fatal injury. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rlue 4(i) 
ot the rules governing the award of the President's 
Police and Fire Services Medal.

— On the morning of the 12th March 
1955, the Prime Minister, Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, 
landed at Sonegaon Airport and proceeded In an open 
car to the residence of the Chief Minister, Madhya 
Pradesh. When the car reached the cross-road 
opposite the Pratibha Press on the Jail Road, a 
rickshaw puller by name Baburao Kochale, who was 
standing with the crowd by the roadside, suddenly 
pushed his rlskshaw on to the road in front of the 
Prime Minister's car. The driver of the car applied 
the brakes and when the car slowed down, Baburao 
Kochale with a knife in his hand jumped on to the 
foot-board with the intention of stabbing the Prime 
Minister. As Baburao mounted the foot-board, 
Reserve Inspector Quinn, who was one of the motor 
cycle escorts of the Prime Minister, disregarding his 
own safety jumped off his motor cycle and seized the 
assailant. The alertness and courage displayed by 
Inspector Quinn undoubtedly saved the Prime Minister 
from grievous or even fatal injury.

On reaching Lawai 
Constable Govind Bahadur's platoon advanced in on 
up formation, he being the leading man. On sightin 
some persons in plain clothes under a Peepal Tree th 
C ^ ma ? de ^ 0rdered the Platoon to craw 
orward. The deceits however became aware of th 
presence of the platoon and opened heavy flr< 


Recognising Man Singh the Platoon Commander 
ordered his men to stand their ground, and to shoot 
at the man with white whiskers. The platoon there- 
upon opened concentrated its Are on Man Singh.- 
Govind Bahadur who was in the forefront shot at Man 
Singh who was seen to fall. A fussilade of bullets 
however continued to come from the dacoits as a result 
of which Govind Bahadur, who was determined not to^ 
loose ground, was fatally wounded. 

Throughout this fierce encounter in which the' 
notorious and greatly feared Man Singh and his son' 
Subedar Singh, were both killed, Constable Govind 
Bahadur displayed conspicuous courage and devotion 
to duty in the execution of which he made the supreme? 
sacrifice.

Statement of Service# far which the decoration hajr 
been awarded.— On 25th August 1055, on receipt of 
reliable information about the presence of Man Singh 
in village Lawan in District Bhind, a Company of the 
Madhya Bharat Police was deployed for action against 
the dacoits. On reaching Lawan Inspector Bhawar 
Singh’s platoon advanced in one up formation along 
a low-lying cart track supported on the flanks by 
two other platoons in extended order On sighting 
some persons under a Peepal Tree Inspector Bhawar 
Singh at once ordered his platoon to crawl forward 
with a view to coming as near to them as possible 
undetected. As soon as the gang became aware ot 
the presence of the police they opened heavy fire on 
them. Inspector Bhawar Singh identifying Man Singh 
by his white whiskers ordered his men to concentrate 
their fire on him. This they did and Man Singh was 
shot down. The initial firing by the dacoits had result- 
ed in the death of one Constable and injuries to five 
others. In the face of such deadly fire the platoon dis- 
played determination and steadfast devotion to duty of 
a high order. This was due in no small measure to 
the able and courageous leadership of Inspector- 
Bhawar Singh Thapa throughout the encounter. 

Name of the officer and rank, — Shri Kamal Singh* 
Constable let Battalion, Special Armed Force* 
Gwalior, Madhya Bharat. 


Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded.— On the 5th May 1055 the Special Armed 
Force of the Madhya Bharat Police encountered the 
dacoit Sultan Singh and his gang in the Chambal 
ravines of Village Sana-ka-pura, P.C. Porsp, District 
Morena. The dacoit gang which was sheltering in a 
hide-out was driven out by a section of the police 
with hand-grenades. Constable Kamal Singh who 
was on the right flank at the top of the ravine rushed 1 
forward to engage the fleeing dacoits. He had j mat 
managed to get about 30 yards from the entrance to 
the ravines when dacoit Mata Deen. Sultan Singh's 
lieutenant, who was then In the lead fired at him with 
a 12 bore gun wounding him in the right arm. Sultan 
Singh also opened fire at the Constable with a ‘303 
rifle. In fcpite of being seriously wounded, Constable 
Kamal Singh continued firing for about 10 minutes at 
the dacoit gang and held up their escape. This enabled 
the Bren- gunners to come up and shoot down Sultan 
Singh and Mata Deen. Sultan Singh was an inter-state 
dacoit who had been committing murders, dacoitiea, 
and kidnappings in the Districts of Bhind, Morena and 
Gwalior of Madhya Bharat, Datia of Vindhva Pradesh, 
Dholpur of Rajasthan and Agra of Uttar Pradesh, for 
the past 14 years. He was also responsible for shooting 
down a number of Police Officers in previous 
encounters. In preventing the gang from escaping 
though himself seriously wdunded, Constable Kama! 
Singh displayed conspicuous courage and steadfast 
devotion to duty of a very high order.

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Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded* — On information being received at 
about mid-night on the 23/24th March, 1955, that some 
armed dacoits were hiding in a house in Village 
Rem j ha, P.S, Mehda, District Bhind, a platoon of the 
Special Armed Force of the Madhya Bharat Police 
was rushed to the spot and surrounded the house at 
about 2 a.m. It was a dark night and visibility was 
very poor. As soon as. the dacoits came to know that 
they had been surrounded by the Police they opened 
fire from inside the house. In their bid to escape 
dacoit Babu quietly jumped over the courtyard wall 
of Lie house with a '303 rifle and fired a shot at 
Constable Matadeen Singh from very close range. The 
shot fortunately missed Matadeen Singh who threw 
himself on this strong and burly dacoit. After a 
desperate struggle the dacoit managed to throw off 
Constable Matadeen Singh and was escaping into the 
darkness when he was shot dead by Matadeen Singh 
and two other Constables who had come to his aid. 
Dacoit Babu was wanted for a large number of 
murders, dacoities and kidnappings in District Bhind 
and had been a member of the gang of notorious 
dacoit Sultan Singh of the same District, In tackling 
him single handed, Constable Matadeen Singh dis- 
played conspicuous courage and steadfast devotion to 
duty in the face of grave danger to himself,

Constable Gopal Chandra Ghosh while pro- 
ceeding to the Shibpore Police Lines, Howrah, m plain 
i clothes after attending a rehearsal of the Governor's 
Parade heard an uproar and found people running in 
great panic from a notorious goonda named Sitaram 
Kahar. No one ventured to stop the goonda though 
he was being chased at a distance by some members 
of the public and twcf constables on patrol duty. 
Sitaram Kahar, who was wanted by the Police had 
been untraced for some time. He was in a riotous 
mood and was brandishing daggers in the open street. 
As soon as he reached the crossing of Harcourt Lane 
and Grand Trunk Road, Constable Gopal Chandra 
Ghosh, disregarding the fact that Sitaram was armed, 

1 and that he was not, grappled with him. Being unable 
to free himself Sitaram stabbed the Constable, who 
in spite of being severely wounded in the ]ung did not 
release his hold on him until two members of the 
public who had been chasing Sitaram came up and 
disarmed him. 

Constable Gopal Chandra Ghosh's apprehension of 
this dangerous criminal was an act or conspicuous 
gallantry.
